Besides the need for a neighborhood facility, 
twelve other problem areas are catalogued in 
the report 
In the PAPU order of priority, those problem 
areas are Transportation, child care, recrea­ 
tion. health, city services, housing, unemploy­ 
ment. education services for the elderly, infla­ 
tion. legal services and drug abuse.

More talk about more war is like a very bad dream What 
conceivable justification is there for this possible “ oil war 
we're hearing about'1' 
When we visited on this subject the other day I thought 
perhaps we were attaching undue importance to a few 
utterances but other and respected voices are joining the 
chorus 
IT IS AS INCONCEIVABLE that we would go to war with 
Arabs over oil as it is inconceivable that we would go to war 
with Canadians over oil 
The Canadians are hiking prices and phasing out and 
preparing to cut off the oil they’ve been selling us, but you ve 
seen no warships moving into the Great Lakes 
Nonetheless, every day somebody in a position of influence 
speculates about our potential for military retaliation 
against the Arabs Before we* let ourselves be brainwashed 
into supporting such silliness let s call the roll, and let 
anybody who thinks oil is worth fighting a war for go fight it 
We now get 36 
of the oil we use from overseas sources 
President Ford hopes that, by reducing our ravenous con 
sumption of oil and by harnessing other kinds of energy, we 
can reduce our dependence on foreign sources by IOC to 20' - 
within IO years 
With smaller, less wasteful automobiles we could do better 
than that Yet almost every day there is another nudge by 
somebody suggesting oil as justification for war 
IF WK AUK EN TITLED to invade Arab lands in a glorious 
quest for oil, then haven’t the hordes of Asia a comparable 
right to invade our homeland seeking food9 Surely, and right 
Iv, we would resist any such transgression to the death 
Recently, a newly elected congressman from Oklahoma 
publicly proposed that we send American Marines into the 
Middle East to “ get th.it oil! 
Even ii the availability of oil 
were a lite and death proposition for us. which it certainly is 
not we should have learned from our grotesque misadven 
ire in Indochina that America's 6C of this planet s popula­ 
tion cannot push the other 94"> around 
We couldn't even “ conquer a backward nation the size of 
the state ol Illinois 
War even if it were permissible, is impractical as a 
means ol resolving inter nation difference* 
MORE AT FAULT than the Arabs are the Americans who 
have allowed their ravenous appetite for petroleum to out­ 
strip our stateside resources thus making ourselves un 
necessarily vulnerable to Arab price pressure 
The first thing to do is to curtail the appetite 
For us to threaten war with Arabs over oil is like a junkie 
pulling a gun on the druggist'

Center deserves support 


Whether the county commissioners were right in 
refusing additional funding for the Williamson County 
Activity Center in Taylor isn t for us to say. What we 
do say. however, is that the Center is a remarkably 
fine endeavor that deserves the support of the entire 
county, which it serves. 


THE CEN TER has been almost entirely funded by 
the east end of the county rn past years but children 
from the west part of the county have been welcomed 
and treated and helped. 
Thirteen people are now being served with four 
more being processed and as many as 35 more may be 
admitted within the next six months in this 
remarkable endeavor to help the mentally and 
physically handicapped 
The Center is getting substantial help from the 
Federal government, but grants in this case must be 
matched with local funds This, of course, is where the 
crunch comes. 
THE EASIEST THING in the world is spending tax- 


The administrative overhead af the Georgetown Urban 
Renewal Agency in 19-4 was not out of line with the total funds 
spent or distributed during the year, Rodney E Montgomery I R 
executive director, said this week 
He com m ented on the agency's annual report filed recently at 
City Hall. According to the report the local Urban Agency spent 
$420 696 61 in 1974 administrative expenses accounted for $99,- 
057 95 of that total 


• M ontgom ery agreed that if it takes nearly $100 OOO to ad­ 
minister $420 OOO in funds, then the Urban Renewal Agency would 
indeed bf* top heavy with administrative expenditures 
But this 
is not the case 
Montgomery said 
The 1974 annual report filed with the city deals only with the 
disbursement of funds in which the City of Georgetown paid a 
share to complement federal monies from the I 
S Department 
of Housing and Urban Development, the UR executive director 
explained 
Montgomery said that besides the $420,696 spent last year, the 
Georgetown Urban Renewal Agency also distributed $314,094 70 
in relocation grant payments to residents of the I rban Renewal 
project area 
This $314 094 is not reflected in the 1974 annual report, he con­ 
tinued. because the city plays no part in providing any of that 


money The relocation grants represent IOO percent federal 
funds. Montgomery said 
With that adjustment, the Georgetown Urban Renewal Agency 
actually spent or distributed $734,791 31 during the last calendar 
year 
On that basis 
Montgomery said. the $99,057 in ad­ 
ministrative costs is not out of line 
He said that a breakdown of the administrative expenditures 
during the 1974 calendar year shows: 
Salaries - $78,259 33 
Contract services —$4,623 99 
Travel - $2,680 65 
Rent -$3,300 
( ‘tilities $997 22 
Telephone—$1,900 72 
Office supplies and miscellaneous—$6,106 04 
Furniture- $1,190 
Although the annual report lists eight employees at the Urban 
Renewal office, Montgomery said that the agency paid the 
salaries for nine fulltime and four part-time employees during 
1974 
He said the agency is continuing an effort to cut down its ad­ 
ministrative expenses.

Kubiak sponsors utilities regulatory 
powers for county, city officials 


State Rep Dan Kubiak drew 
applause from the audience of 
approximately 
200 persons, 
Tuesday night, in Leander bv 
saying, 
“ Ut i l i t i es 
are 
monopolies, however you cut 
it,” 
Kubiak was speaking at the 
request of the COST (Con­ 
sumers Opposing Surcharge 
Tariff) organization from 
western Williamson County. 
The legislator encouraged 
citizens to attend the Texas 
House committee hearings con­ 
cerning utility regulations. 
House Bill 80. sponsored by 
Kubiak would keep regulatory 
powers with local governments, 
giving county commissioners 
the power to regulate rates in 
rural areas 
Presently, rural rates are 
generally unregulated 
City councils would continue 
to regulate municipal rates. 
However, a utilities rate con­ 
sultants department would be 
set up within the attorney 
general’s office to give expert 
advice’ to the local officials. 


K u b iak explained 
that he 


favored keeping the regulatory 
powers with local governments 
because county and city of­ 
fic ia ls “ are closer to the 
people" than a state commis­ 
sion would be 
Utilities lobbyists are power­ 
ful. Kubiak continued 
Those lobbyists would have, 
greater success in influencing a 
State U tilitie s Commission 
composed of five to 15 members 


than 252 county commissioners' 
courts and thousands of city of­ 
ficials. 
Another plus 
in local 
regulatory powers, Kubiak con­ 
tinued. is that commissioners 
are up for election every two 
years. If citizens are dis­ 
satisfied with their rates, then 
commissioners can be replaced 
at the polls. 
Surcharge*? 
Kubiak blamed the federal 
government for surcharges 
which persons in rural western 
Williamson County have been 
required to pay to the Peder- 
nales Electric Cooperative in 
past months 
The charge has doubled 
customer s monthly bills in re­ 
cent months 
"Congress okayed legislation 
some time back which allowed 
electric cooperatives to pass on 
‘increased costs’ to customers 
in the form of an energy 
maintenance charge,” he said. 


“ The biggest PR (public 
relations) job in the world was 
pulled when the Arab embargo 
allowed the American people to 
be convinced there is a real 
shortage of fuel supplies. 
“ Texas produces most of the 
fuel products used by its 
citizens Why did the embargo 
raise this state's prices so 
much’’ 
Kubiak queried 
He recommended that 
cooperative members write 
their Congressmen and com­ 
plain about the extra charges 


"The squeaking wheel is 
always the one that gets the 
grease," Kubiak quipped “ If 
your U.S. representatives and 
senators get enough mail com­ 
plaining 
about the energy 
maintenance charges, then they 
will take the appropriate ac­ 
tion ” 
When questioned, Kubiak ad­ 
mitted that his proposal for 
utility regulations would not br­ 
ing any immediate relief to the 
cooperative members. 


One man said that although 
he was out of town two weeks 
during December, his electrici­ 
ty bill cost $32 more than in 
previous months 
• It s discouraging when you 
cut your use of electricity and 
try to save and yet. your bill 
continues to increase, a woman 
added. 
Another man summed it ~up, 
“ If these charges continue to 


increase, many of us will just 
have to live without elec­ 
tricity." 
Alternative solutions 
Houses heated by solar 
energy or by harnessing the 
wind velocity to create energy 
are alternative forms that 
should be further explored, 
Kubiak said 
The government (both state 
and federal) should give tax 
breaks to encourage companies 
and individuals to research 
different energy producing 
methods. 
"The Dutch have been using 
energy from wind for hundreds 
of years. Why should it be so 
difficult 
for 
Am ericans?” 
Kubiak asked. 
Individuals could be given 
credits for building solar 
powered houses which are more 
expensive in the beginning, but 
in the long run are more 
economical. He suggested

FEA PLANS TO AUDIT the 
records of major utilities to dis­ 
cover whether Coastal and 
other companies falsified 
records in order to charge 
higher prices for fuel 
This investigation, along with 
the fact that LCRA and several 
other cities are taking Coastal 
to court, should serve notice 
that consumers are not willing 
to be taken on their utility" bills. 
In other utility action, the 
House has now approved the 
Senate bill to keep all state- 
owned natural gas in Texas un­ 
til the needs of Texans are met. 
The bill will become law as 
soon as the Governor signs it 
SET BACK FOR COUNTY 
BILL: Legislation to help coun­ 
ties develop a good system of 
county roads was dealt a 
preliminary defeat in the House 
last week, but I and several 
other representatives are try­ 
ing to build support to pass the 
bill Local counties have only 
funds from the regressive ad 
valorem property tax and 
revenue sharing funds. 
Under present law, county 
governments must pay half the 
cost of land purchases for a new 
road The defeated bill would 
have provided full state funding 
for the purchases. 
The State highway fund con­ 
tains millions of dollars which 
would be well-spent on county 
roads, and there is no reason 
the state should not fully 
finance right-of-way expenses. 
County governments general­ 


ly run on tight budgets, and few 
can afford to pay half the cost 
of road property. Milam, Falls 
and Williamson counties, along 
with others in Texas, would 
benefit from the right-of-way 
bill, and I intend to work for its 
approval. 


B R U C E L L O S I S 
B I L L 
INTRODUCED: Texas has a 
program for eradicating 
brucellosis, a contagious cattle 
disease, but it has placed a 
financial hardship on many 
ranchers. 
I am cosponsoring legislation 
which would provide a $40 sub­ 
sidy to ranchers for each in­ 
fected cow 
Present law requires that all 
herds be inspected for 
brucellosis and that infected 
animals be sent to slaughter or 
quarantined. If ranchers 
quarantine infected cattle, feed 
bills skyrocket. If the animals 
are sold for slaughter, they 
usually bring a lower price than 
they would on the normal 
market. 
Either way. the 
rancher loses money. 
The new brucellosis bill I am 
cosponsoring could let the 
rancher recoup some of his loss 
and at the same time speed up 
the job of wiping out this dis­ 
ease. State Rep. Don Rains of 
San Marcos is the bill’s princi­ 
ple sponsor. 


SCHOOL FIN A N C E: The 
House Public Education Com­ 
mittee, on which I sit. is in the 
process of plowing through five 
major school finance proposals. 
I naturally think the finance 
proposal I am sponsoring takes 
the best approach, and I am 
hopeful that many of its major 
provisions will be in the final 
committee bill. One of my 
greatest concerns is switching 
the financing burden from the 
local district to the state. 
Property taxes need to come 
down and they certainly should 
not be raised. 
The committee hopes to have 
the final school finance bill 
ready by mid-April.

The general manager of the

Herring, 
commented briefly this week on 
his recent discussions with 
electricity consumers in 
Georgetown and Leander 
In his newsletter. Herring 
notes that “ officials of the 
LCRA have been meeting with 
customer groups in an effort to 


explain increases in the cost of 
energy — increases due 
primarily to the high price we 
must now pay for fuel." 
He says he joined Tom 
Hutchison 
and 
Bennie 
Fuelberg, the manager and 
assistant manager of the Peder- 
nales Electric Cooperative, in 
open meetings in Wimberley. 
Georgetown and Leander 
“ We've discovered that 
customers are generally willing 
to listen to the facts and will 
usually accept the reasons 
behind the high costs once they 
understand them,” Herring 
states. 
“ We haven t tried to convince 


anyone to enjoy his electric bill, 
and we haven't met anyone vet 
who does — certainly we don't 
like the high costs ourselves.” 
the newsletter continues. 
“ Because customers struggl­ 
ing with high electric bills are 
often angry, the sessions oc­ 
casionally aren't very pleasant 
— but we think discussion 
serves an important purpose." 
Herring adds. 
In other parts of the 
newsletter, the LCRA general 
manager speaks about the law­ 
suit filed against the Coastal 
States Gas Producing Com­ 
pany.

for 
furnishing 
natural gas to the LCRA 1 the 
newsletter says. 
“When Lo-Vaca went into 
receivership, the Texas 
Railroad Commission ordered 
the LCRA to pay the costs of 
natural gas that the supplier 
had to buy to meet his commit­ 
ment to us. 
That price increase — now 
some 700 percent above the 
price we had contracted for — 
is the prime reason for the high 
rates that the LCRA must now 
charge for electricity,'' Herr­ 
ing says.

Texas Farmers Union Presi­ 
dent Jay Naman of Waco said 
Wednesday that Texas farmers 
have little to celebrate in what 
Congress has come up with as 
an emergency farm package 
‘ The 
m eager 
im- 
provements to the farm bill ap­ 
proved by the House and the 
Senate Agriculture committee 
make a mockery out of the 
celeb ratio n of N atio nal 
Agriculture Day earlier this 
week 
Instead of gratefully 
rewarding farm people for their 
productivity and efficiency. 
Congress has seen fit to kick 
farmers in the teeth with its 
farm 
programs recommen­ 
dations,” Naman said. 
The farm organization presi­ 
dent condemned the Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture's role in 
discouraging a Petter farm Din. 
LJSDA warned that the original 
bill approved by the House 
Agriculture Committee would 
cost the government $882 
million 
"T h e 
D e p artm en t 
of 
Agriculture, under the worst 
Secretary of Agriculture in our 
history, used scare-tactics bv 
quoting exorbitant cost figures 
to convince Congress to reduce 
benefits under the new' farm 
program 
"It was pure demogogery for 
USDA to say that the reduction 
of the support price on cotton 
from 40 cents to 38 cents and 


the target from 48 cents to 45 
cents would cut $300 million 
from the cost of government 
This dire prediction could only 
occur if there was a total 
market disaster breaking every 
cotton farmer in the country.” 
Naman said 


Farmers are “ turned off” by 
the argument in Congress that 
the farm bill is the "best that 
can be passed,” according to 
the state farm leader. He 
predicted that President Ford 
would probably veto it because 
it is too good, "when he should 
be vetoing it because its not 
good enough.” 
“ As farmers in some areas of 
the state are approaching the 
planting season, they are 
becoming increasingly aware of 
their costs. If they take serious­ 
ly USDA’s crop projections for 
next year and look at the recent 
decline in prices on feed grains, 
wheat and cotton, they will 
probably 
consider reducing 
acreage or input expenses in­ 
cluding fertilizer and irrigation. 


If this materializes, what 
USDA predicts in the higher 
cost to government of a good 
farm bill could instead be 
higher food costs to the con­ 
sumer because of a short crop. 
Congress had better take a look 
at what might happen to food 
supplies if farmers cut-back,” 
Naman said.

all of the old cards are taken 
out of the jury wheel and the 
now cards are put in 
It is from these cards that the 
prospective jurors are selected. 
Jordan said. 
He explained that the activity 
tor the District Court year is 
divided into five terms 
J a n u a r y , 
M a r c h , 
May 
September and November 
Before a term, the district 
.judge decides how many jury 
weeks should be scheduled to 
handle the number of criminal 
and civil trials during that part 
of the year, Jordan said 
Ten days before the term 
begins. IOO cards are pulled 
from the jury wheel to make up 
a list of possible jurors for a 
jury week. If there are four 
jury weeks scheduled, then four 
100-name lists must be drawn 
up from the jury wheel. Jordan 
noted 
Right now, there are about 
15.000 curds in the jury wheel, 
and the court scheduled about 
16 jury weeks a year, he added 
At IOO names on the list for 
each jury week, that means 
1600 people would be called to 
serve, Jordan said 
Just 12 jurors are selected for 
a trial; the rest are released 
from duty, he explained. 
“ The jury wheel is a fair way 
to pick jurors,’' Joran stated. 
About five years ago. jurors 
were selected by a commission

Jordan said that a person is 
disqualified from jury duty only 
if he or she is unable to read and 
write English; or if the person 
was convicted of a felony or is 
under indictment for one. 
He said exemptions from jury 
duty are available to: 
• Women with the legal 
custody of a child under IO. 
•Citizens 65 years or older. 
•Students enrolled in a high 
school or college 
“ However, if you qualify for 
one of these exemptions, you 
must come to the district 
clerk’s office to claim your ex­ 
emption 
Jordan said 
He noted that the court no 
longer gives automatic exemp­ 
tions to members of certain oc­ 
cupations 
“ If you have an excuse why 
you are unable to serve on a 
jury .'-ou must present your ex­ 
cuse to the judge al the time 
vou are called.” Jordan said 


A jury wheel is not used in the 
selection of a grand jury, he ex­ 
plained 
“ A grand jury is chosen by a 
grand jury commission, which 
consists of about five people ap­ 
pointed by the district judge,” 
Jordan said 
The commission selects 20 
people for a jury panel, and 12 
members of the panel are even­ 
tually picked to serve on the 
grand jury. 


The grand jury is used only to 
investigage criminal matters 
and to decide whether or not to 
indict a suspect for a crime, he 
said. 
When a grand jury convenes, 
nine members must be present 
to have a voting quorum, Jor­ 
dan noted 


He said that the grand jury 
occasionally makes recommen­ 
dations about the criminal 
justice system.

priorities in creating and carrying out the 
development plans. 
I think it is important that I take this oppor­ 
tunity to point out to you, the citizens of 
Georgetown, that your mayor has been greatly 
involved in this process and this has demanded 
additional time that he would normally have 
spent doing his routine activities,” he said 
It is mayors of this calibre that w ill see to it 
that the Community Development legislation 
will be implemented to the best advantage of the 
citizens.’’ 
Our office has been working with the City of 
Georgetown over the past several years in areas 
such as Urban Renewal, Neighborhood 
Facilities, and other HUD programs. 
D uring this period, it has been our pleasure 
to serve the City of Georgetown, and we have 
developed what we consider to be a cooperative 
effort in the accomplishment of the goals set 
forth by the mayor. City Council and the Urban 
Renewal Commission,” Jolly said. 
THE HUD DIRECTOR explained that the 
Community Development Act consolidates 
several existing categorical programs such as 
Cr ban Renewal and sewer and water grants, 
into a new single program of block grants. “ The 
primary objective is the development of viable 
urban communities by providing decent housing 
and a suitable living environment and expanding 
economic opportunities, principally for persons 


of low and moderate income 
Jolly said. 
“ This objective is to be achieved through 
elimination of slums and blight and detrimental 
living conditions, conservation and expansion of 
housing and housing opportunities, increased 
public services, improved use of land, increased 
neighborhood diversity, and preservation of 
property with special values 
CITY MANAGER WOOD said that the city 
will begin programming soon to hold public 
meetings for citizens to suggest goals and 
priorities for subsequent community develop­ 
ment entitlements. 
Through citizen input, he said, the City Council 
earmarked the 1975 grant for the construction of 
a water intake structure 
THE INTAKE FACILITY is the first part of a 
water treatment system that w ill eventually 
supply Georgetown and the surrounding area 
with up to IO million gallons of water a day, he 
said 
"W ith the construction of this water system,” 
Wood stated, “ the citizens of Georgetown can 
safely say that we will all have an adequate 
supply of water for many, many years to come.” 
He noted that the city w ill save thousands of 
dollars by building the water intake structure 
with this year’s funds. 
“ If we had decided to wait until after the 
North Fork lake is flooded, the construction 
would have to take place in water 120 feet deep 
This would have been very, very expensive.” 


Commissioner Foust praises 
hospital ambulance service 
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Chances are if the need arises for an ambulance 
from Georgetown, when it arrives, a nurse from 
the Georgetown Medical and Surgical Hospital 
will be one of the attendants. 
The Georgetown branch of the Williamson 
County Ambulance Service has been operating 
out of the hospital for about three months and 
Hospital Administrator Ken Poteete agrees with 
County Commissioner Wesley Foust. 
"The 
operation seems to be doing very well 
Twenty nursing service personnel from 
Georgetown Medical and Surgical Hospital 
recently completed an emergency care course. 
The 
course 
included 
cardiopulm onary 
resuscitation, bandaging, and splinting, traction 
splint, and mechanical aids to breathing. 
According to Ken Poteete. hospital ad­ 
ministrator, the nurses had received prior train­ 
ing in these areas, but this course concentrated 
on emergency care and served to update their 
skills. 
Ambulance attendant Gene Weatherall, an ad­ 
vanced emergency medical technician and state 
health department certified instructor, taught 
the course with assistance from Carol Phillips, a 
registered nurse and a registered emergency 
medical techmian 
Radio Unit 
Poteete said that the communication system 
installed for the ambulance service has been 
most beneficial Jim Boutwell of Boutwell Avia­ 
tion and Electronics installed a base station 
receiving and transmitting unit at the hospital. 
The unit allows doctors to communicate with 
the ambulance attendants at the scene and 
enroute to the hospital. 
.Another advantage of the system is that if the 
attendants determine that the injury is such that 
the patient needs to go to the emergency center 
at Brackenridge Hospital in Austin, the doctor 
can make that authorization over the radio and 
possibly save the life of a seriously injured per­ 
son 
The nurses turned ambulance attendants; 
record the patients vital signs and report them 
to the doctor upon arrival at the hospital. 
Hospital administrators agreed to take over 
the operation in January when Davis Funeral 
Horne ended its ambulance service to the 
Georgetown areas. 
The hospital wilt operate the .service for a 
"one-year trial basis" with the City of 
Georgetown reimbursing it for its monthly 
losses Vt the end of the year. Williamson Coun­ 
ty w ill reimburse the city for the total losses. 
New contract negotiations will also be con­ 
sidered 
When the county officials agreed to accept the 
financial responsibility of providing emergency 
service, commissioners set a $45 per call fee 
Extra charges are added if the call is outside 
county limits 
Poteete said that the hospital has not had com 


plaints concerning the higher fees. 
The service has not been in effect long enough 
to determine how effecient it is financially, but 
according to monthly reports for January and 
February, the losses are slightly lower than 
those of the City of Taylor. 
That city’s service is operated by a full-time 
ambulance crew who work out of the fire sta­ 
tion. Two vehicles are in operation in that city as 
opposed to one in Georgetown 
According to the reports sent to the county ex­ 
penditures for the services at the end of 
February are: Georgetown — $4127 and Taylor 
- 9321 
Georgetown lists a $3,272 net operating loss for 
the first two months. Taylor’s report does not 
give the loss, but stated that $5,335 remained to 
be collected for charges. Georgetown has only 
$1,840 in uncollected bills. 
The county has not received a report from the 
City of Round Rock Operations will not begin in 
Cedar Park until county owned ambulances are 
received. Florence has a volunteer ambulance 
service
